F vent attempt to buy out some established business, you 
find all at once th at an offer for the actual merchandise 
and real estate and various tangible property owned by 
that concern, is not enough to land the deal.

also pay a sum. which is frequently an astonishingly large 


one, for “good will.’*

You may demur on paying that price, for an item 
which seems on the fact of it very unsubstantial. 
Yet the 
owners of the business may be able to show you, that you 
would far better pay the price, and acquire a business which 
has an established reputation that will keep it running pro­ 
fitably with anything like good management, than 
you 
would to start a new concern, and go through the long pro­ 
cess of building a new good will out of nothing. 


This good will is one of the results that you get through 
advertising. 
Many business people in figuringSthe returns 
of such publicity, do not attach sufficient weight to this 


item. 


T h e y estimate that they will sell so m any goods and 
make certain definite returns on those goods, as the result 
of a certain advertising campaign covering a given period. 
If that is all they are estimating in the way of gains, they 
are not covering the total result. 


If they have advertised intelligently for a period of 
time, they have created a favorable impression that will 
bring in returns for a considerable period. 
Even if .they 
stop advertising for a time, the interest created by that pub­ 
licity over a considerable term, will keep bringing in peo­ 
ple, to whom goods will be sold and on which profits will 
be made. 
T hat good will has a big cash value on which 
profits will he made. 
T hat good will has a big cash value. 
If business is pushed that way consistently over a term of 
years, it ought usually to exceed the total cost of the ad­ 
vertising done.

completely closed, then they find fault with the bad condi­ 
tion of the detour.
